He does not-mak 
the same mistake twice. He guides hi 
actions by the methods he has foun 
out for himself to be best. At leas 
by what he believes are best. He rea 
izes, or should realize, that he doe 
not know all about everywhere, prob 
ably he does not know all there is t 
know about any single subject, H 
realizes, or he should, that he or an 
other man does not possess the sum 
total of human knowledge, but tlia 
that total is the aggregate of all hu 
man experience and research and rea 
soning. He is willing.to learn fron 
others and to apply that knowledg 
in his own affairs when he Is con 
vlnced that it is the truth, even if i 
contradicts what he lias believed fc 
be the truth. 


When through some mental proces 


he has reached this condition of mind 
he Is at the starting point of commo 
sense, just where he can and is likel> 
to use it. 


Now, 
apply this line ot reasoning t 


the science of living. Science Is a for 
midable word until you get acjmaintei 
with It, know what it means. When 
you have mastered it, 
it is simple 


enough to be used familiarly every 


day. 
It has been so clouded and ob 


scured by the long words that stud 
ents use about it, that it has seemed 
far above and beyond most of us, bu 
the translation makes it possible to: 
us to apply Its truths to ourselves. Foi 
science is simply classified knowledge 
the facts about created things and the 
ways in which* they move, arranged 
put in pigeon holes, so that the slm 
plest of us can find them and use 
them. Having found them it Is fo 
us to use them if we know how. I 
we do not, it is for us to learn how. 


No scientists, no set of students 


have made more rapid advances in 
the last 30 years than the medica 


men. 
They have searched far an< 


deep for explanations of the common 
est things about the human body 
Their studies have upset many cher 
islied notions about disease, and th 
man puts himself fifty years in 
the 


past who clings to the notions of his 
fathers about typhoid, malaria, yel 
low fever and many other diseases 
We all accept the electric light as a 
fact, atliough our fathers didn't have 
it. We use it because it is safer and 
better, if not cheaper, than the old 
kerosene lamp. Yet the electric bulb 
Is no more wonderful than tlie 
dis 


coveries that the doctors have appro 
priated from the great unknown for 
the benefit of human kind. 


But there is a science of living, the 


possession of every intelligent man 
and woman, which is plain common 
sense. The man or woman who has 
not made a complete inventory of his 
or her physical possessions, who does 
not know the strong points and the 
weaknesses, who has not measured 
ils or her physical strength, needs a 
guardian. He who has not discovered 
the safe working limit of the physical 
machine under his immediate control, 
not alone the amount of exertion he 
may safely undertake, but how many 
hours of sleep are necessary to keep 
he machine 
In good 
order, 
the 


amounts and kinds of food it needs, 
what varieties agree and what dis- 
agree with it, whether or not acohol 
s an unsafe poison to it, and a score 
if other personal particulars and pe- 
culiarities—such a man does not d«- 
erve what God gave him. He who 
knowing these things, having taken 
hese measurements, disregards them 
s foolish or wicked or worse. 


It is the duty ot every man to keep 
Imself up to his highest point of ef- 
ficiency, physically and mentally. He 
who fails is neglecting a plain duty 
o himself, to his family to his neigh- 
bors and to his state. No man 
an 


ive unto himself, for society Is *o 
ompllcated that If he Is not a pro- 
lucer, he is a dr^g, a burden. Not 
intil a man has lived out his allotted 
fears, earning more than he spend*, 


aking the world richer and better, 
a he entitled to rest, to draw upon 
he accumulated fund of his earlier 


serve one'* health, to build it up if it 
be impaired, a* it I* to follow the Ten 
Commandment*. Our besetting physi- 
cal sin* sometimes become so famil- 
iar that they seem almost to be vir- 
tues. We forget they are sins. They 
are temptations that turn into habits 
and we lose sight of the fact that 
they are atlll temptations. There is 
the gin of eating what we don't need, 
of eating more than, we need—and 
this is commonest of all—the sin of 
drinking what we know while we are 
drinking is injurious; the sin of wor- 
ry, the sin of overworking, of driving 
the machine too hard; the sin of wor- 
ry—there are many of them and they 
all impair our efficiency, lessen our 
physical capacity. 


Medical science has found a rem- 


edy for many bodily ills. It is search- 
ing for others. It will bring a cure 
or alleviation 'for most of them, per- 
haps for all except for old age, and 
that should not be considered—it is 
not an ill.

The nineteenth century, so prolific ID 


Inventions and discoveries, laid the 
foundation for some remarkable steps 
In knowledge of the functions of the 
body.

liquid air at a temperature of minus 
360 degrees F. There are instances of

THEY DON'T USE IT ALWAYS 


AND EVERYWHERE. 


The state board of health of Florida 


puts forth the following excellent ser- 
mon of "Common Sense in Living:" 


Use common sense in living! 
Most American grown-ups would re- 


sent the suggestion that they don't use 
it always and everywhere. Some of 
them do in their ordinary 
affairs; 


more of them do not when it comes 
to the management of that which 
most important to themselves—their 
health, the welfare of their bodies. 


What Is common sense? 
Analysts might differ in their defini- 


tions, but without undue technicality 
he use of common sense might be call- 
ed the sane application of the rules 
that have been gathered from the ex- 
)eriences of life. 


Presumably every sane man profits 


by his experiences. He does not^nake 
the same mistake twice. He guides his 
actions by the methods he has found 
out for himself to be best. At least, 
by what he believes are best. He real- 
izes, or should realize, that he does 
not know all about everywhere, prob- 
ably he does not know all there is to 
know about any single subject. He 
realizes, or he should, that he or any 
other man does not possess the sum 
total of human knowledge, but that 
that total Is the aggregate of all hu- 
man experience and research and rea- 
soning. He is willing.to learn from 
others and to apply that knowledge 
in his own affairs when he is con- 
vinced that it Is the truth, even if it 
contradicts what he has believed to 
be the truth. 


When through some mental process 


he has reached this condition of mind, 
he is at the starting point of common 
sense, just where he can and Is likely 
to use it. 


Now, apply this line of reasoning to 


the science of living. Science Is a for- 
midable word until you get acquainted 
with it, know what it means. When 
you have mastered it, 
it is simple 


enough to be used familiarly every 
day. 
It has been so clouded and ob- 


scured by the long words that stud- 
ents use about it, that it has seemed 
far above and beyond most of us, but 
the translation makes it possible for 
us to apply its truths to ourselves. For 
science is simply classified knowledge, 
the facts about created things and the 
ways in which* they move, arranged, 
put in pigeon holes, so that the sim- 
plest of us can find them and use 
them. 
Having found them it is for 


us to use them if we know how. If 
we do not, it is for us to learn how. 


No scientists, no set of students, 


have made more rapid advances in 
the last 30 years than the medical 
men. 
They have searched far and 


deep for explanations of the common- 
est things about the 
human body. 


Their studies have upset many cher- 
ished notions about disease, and that 
man puts himself fifty years in 
the 


past who clings to the notions of his 
fathers about typhoid, malaria, yel- 
low fever and many other diseases. 
We all accept the electric light as a 
fact, athough our fathers didn't have 
it. We use it because it is safer and 
better, if not cheaper, than the old 
kerosene lamp. Yet the electric bulb 
is no more wonderful than the dis- 
coveries that the doctors have appro- 
priated from the great unknown tor 
the benefit of human kind. 


But there is a science of living, the 


possession of every intelligent man 
and woman, which is plain common 
sense. The man or woman who has 
not made a complete inventory of his 
or her physical possessions, who does 
not know the strong points and the 
weaknesses, who has not measured 
his or her physical strength, needs a 
guardian. He who has not discovered 
the safe working limit of the physical 
machine under his immediate control, 
not alone the amount of exertion he 
may safely undertake, but how many 
hours of sleep are necessary to keep 
the machine 
in good order, 
the 


amounts and kinds of food it needs, 
what varieties agree and what dis- 
agree with it, whether or not acohol 
is an unsafe poison to it, and a score 
of other personal particulars and pe- 
culiarities—such a man does not da- 
serve what God gave him. He who 
knowing these things, having taken 
these measurements, disregards them 
is foolish or wicked or worse. 


It is the duty of every man to keep 


himself up to his highest point of ef- 
ficiency, physically and mentally. He 
who fails is neglecting a plain duty 
to himself, to his family to his neigh- 
bors and to his state. No man 
an 


live unto himself, for society is tt> 
complicated that If he is not a pro- 
ducer, he Is a dro«, a burden. Not 
until a man has lived out his allotted 
years, earning more than he spend*, 
making the world richer and better, 
is he entitled to rest, to draw upon 
the accumulated fund of his earlier 


serve one's health, to build it up if it 
be impaired, as It I* to follow the Ten 
Commandments. Our besetting physi- 
cal sins sometimes become so famil- 
iar that they seem almost to be vir- 
tues. We forget they are sins. They 
are temptations that turn into habits 
and we lose sight of the fact that 
they are still temptations. There is 
the gin of eating what we don't need, 
of eating more than we need—and 
this is commonest of all—the sin of 
drinking what we know while we are 
drinking is injurious; the sin of wor- 
ry, the sin of overworking, of driving 
the machine too hard; the sin of wor- 
ry—there are many of them and they 
all impair our efficiency, lessen our 
physical capacity. 


Medical science has found a rem- j 


edy for many bodily ills. It is search- 
ing for others. It will bring a cure 
or alleviation 'for most of them, per- 
haps for all except for old age, and 
that should not be considered—it is | 
not an ill. Yet the doctors with | 
all their seeking for the causes of 
disease and for the remedies, are do- 
ing their grandest work in applying 
their findings to the prevention 
of 


disease and human suffering. 


The religion of common sense ap- 


peals to every man, but just as prac- 
tical Christianity Is not intended for 
Sunday use alone, so this religion 
should be available for every day liv- 
ing.
